They are Hungarians, ás the 
te lines under the print will íhew you. There is

tc tion; órtly I may add, that in fíg. 1. the úrinál 
paflage is between the two foremoít thighs, as 
“ they are in the print. The fame is true of the 
<f anus in the 2d figure, in fuch mannqr, that the

** remote labia of each are outwardly vifible, and 
“ the two contiguous ones are within. There feems 
“ to be no cheat in the thing j and the íkin, where 
“ they are joined, is perfeétly fmooth, without any 
“ fcar. They are now about fix years old. They 
“ fpeak French and High Germán. They are very 
“ full of aétion, and talk one more than the other. 
“ When one ftoops to take up any thing, íhe carries 
“ the other quite from the ground 5 and that one 
“ of them often does, being ftronger as well as more 
“ lively than the other. They have nőt their feeling 
“ common any where bút in the piacé of their con- 
“ junétion. This is all I can fay about it. If you 
“ think it worth while, you will do me an honour 
‘‘ in giving the print. and the fubftance of this ac- 
“ coünt, to the Society j to which, tho’ an unworthy 
“ member, I would be proud to be capable of any 
“ fervice.” 

This letter was read to the Royal Society on the 
J2th of May 1708 -f*; and the print mentioned in 
it produced j which, being now become extremely 
difficult to be met with, is thought proper to be en- 
graved again, and inferted here. See Tab. XIII. 

Soon after the date of Mr. Burnet’s letter, the 
twin fifters were brought to England, and publicly 
íhewn in London, as appears from the following MS.

Another account of them by an eye-witnefs in 
London is in a manufcript volume among thofe of 
Sir Hans Sloane, Bárt. in the Britiíh Mufeum, in- 
tituled, A Jhort Hifiory oj humán Prodigies and 
monjlrous Births , of Dwarfs , S le eper s, Giants, Jlrong 
Mén, Hermaphrodites, numerous Births, and extreme 
old Age, &c. The name of the writer was James 
Paris du Pleflis. In p. 39. under the Title Two 
Sijlers conjoined, he gives a drawing of them, and 
the following defcription: “ Thefe two monílrous 
girls were bora at Szony in Hungary in the year 
“ 1701. They were born conjoined together at the 
“ fmall of the back. I aíked the father and mother, 
“ if they could nőt be feparated one from the other ? 
** bút they anfwered, No; becaufe the urinary and 
“ foecal veílels and pafíages were fo united, as to have 
bút one iflue fór the urine, and another fór the ex- 
“ crements, betwixt both. They were brilk, merry, 
“ and well-bred: they could read, write, and fing very 
“ prettily: they could fpeak three different languages, 
** as Hungárián or High Dutch, Low Dutch, and 
" French, and were learning Engliíh. They were 
** very handfome, very well íhaped in all parts, and 
“ beautiful faces. Helen was born three hours be- 
“ főre her fifter Judith. When one ílooped, íhe 
“ lifted the other from the ground, and carried the 
“ other upon her backj neither could they walk 

“ fide 
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“ üde by fide. They lóvéd one another ver y ten- 
“ derly. Their clothes were fine and neat. They 
“ had two bodies, four fleeves; and one petticoat 
“ ferved fo the bodies, and their íhifts íné fame. 
“ When one went forward, the other was forced 
<c to go backward.” 

A later and more particular account is contained 
in p. 4 1, & feqq. of a book very feldom met with 
in this country, being printed at Vienna in 1729.
